The Declarations of Dr. Xu Shi and George W. Schlich under M.P.E.P. § 409.03(d) ("the 
Xu declaration" and "the Schlich declaration") provide proof of the pertinent facts regarding the 
refusal of Mr. Flynn to join in the application. As detailed in the Schlich declaration, Mr. Flynn 
was requested, by letter, to sign the documents relating to the above-referenced application on 
several occasions. Schlich Declaration, TfTf 2-5. Mr. Flynn telephoned Mr. Schlich's firm on May 
13,1 999 and informed them that he was not going to sign the documents. Schlich Declaration, 
^ 2. Mr. Flynn advised Mr. Schlich's firm that he was not signing the documents until potential 
compensation issues were resolved. Schlich Declaration, If 2, Continued attempts to contact Mr. 
Flynn to have him sign the documents were unsuccessful. Schlich Declaration, H 3 -5 . On August 
4, 1 999, Mr. Flynn was again sent the documents for his signature. Schlich Declaration, ^ 4. Mr. 
Flynn refused to sign the documents as recently as Septeniber 6, 1 999. Schlich Declaration, ^ 5. 
The Shi and Schlich declarations provide documentary evidence of a bona fide attempt to obtain 
the signature of Mr. Flynn on patent documents. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the documents and fees filed herewith satisfy all the 
requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) and M.P.E.P. § 409.03(a), (d), and (e). Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request that the above-referenced application is accepted, and that a filing 
receipt is issued in accordance with M.P.E.P. § 409.03(h).
